It is difficult to determ ine the season 
of tile year. Judging from Hie coolness 
of the suit, it m ight have been a sum- 
! m er style, but as it was ju st a little 
after the fall It was probably early in 
} the w inter. 
They were hand stitched throughout 
! They contained no machine work or 
cheap labor. The workshoj* was in the 
I open air. and. although tailored In the 
sw eat of his brow, no sw eatshop work 
j w as possible. 
The m aterial w as not of the b e st bat 
i Adam found no better at band. Some 
of the modern tailors, making shoddy 
garm ents at shoddy prices, im itate 
Adam, who used “leavings.’* 
As to Adam, the first customer, when 
he was alone in the world be never 
thought of dress, but w hen he came to 
the realization of hituself as an Indi­ 
vidual and in relation to others he be­ 
gan to spruce up. 
Courtship led him 
to beautify himself, to ajipear well in 
the eyes of “the only woman he ever 
loved.” Hum an nature has not changed 
much. 
W ith the entry of society dress be­ 
gan. 
Perhaps this is why dress forms 
so prom inent a feature in society to­ 
day. 
A fter eating the apple of knowledge 
the mind of Adam w as suddenly illu­ 
minated as if by a thousand electric 
lights. A great thought of large, prac­ 
tical, worldly* wisdom flashed before 
him.

It was clearly shown by 
Mr. Edge that planting the shelled 
peanuts is a far superior method 
to planting in the hulls. Economy 


01 seed, early germination and good 
stand are secured by this method. 
Some experienced growers claimed, 
however, that they got good results 
planting the whole goober, and 
saved lots of tedious labor shelling 
them. 
The*great value of the crop 
was strongly emphasized. 
I he Cuban red potato as a feed 
for hogs was discussed, J. H. White 
and others bringing out * strongly 
the wonderful 
productiveness of 
the crop, and the ease with which 
good fat hogs can be produced on 
the market from feeding this crop.
